_ The revival of interest in A c 
sports, out-of-door recreations and 
physical culture is one of the most 
hopeful signs of the day. Experience 
has shown that athleticism and sports 
can be made to minister to almost every- 
thing that is pernicious and degrading 
on the one hand, or can, if prope 
controlled and directed, minister power- 
fully to everything that, is wholesonié 
and-ennobling. The drift a very few 
years ago was almost wholly in the «i- 
rection of extreme professionalism. A 
reaction has set in, and a better atmos- 
phere begins to pervade the world of 
sport and recreation. In our own coun- 
try no better thing for legitimate sports 
has ever iadppened than the success of 
the no-gambling, no-pool-selling amend- 
ment to;the constitution of New York, 
adopted by.a large majority on Novem- 
ber 6. Race-track gambling is not a 
necessary concomitant of the develop- 
ment of spcedin horses. ‘The adoption 
of the amendment, coupled with the 
overthrow of the race-track gamblers 
in ‘New Jersey, is destined not only to 
improve the morals of the turf, but also 
tO proenmete™ e nterests.ol-iegithRatse 
sport of all kinds, whether professional 
or amateur. The great international 
yacht races of the past season have 
stimulated an unwonted interest in 
nautical sports: of an honorable and 
wholly amateur character. In our 
American colleges, strenuous and gen. 
erally successful efforts have been. made 
to eliminate the taint of professional- 
ism. Intercollegiate contests have been 
@rought under better regulations, and 
the game of foot-ball in particular has 
been improved by new rules, which do 
away with much of its alleged brutality. 
Educators everywhere have begun to 
appreciate the fact that physical culture 
is as truly a part. of. the business of 
schools as mental and moral culture. 
The truth that character to a very great 
extent is dependent upon the develop- 
ment of asound and well-disciplined 
body has come like a new revelation to 
the world of professional educators; 
and, as ® consequence, in our best 
schools some kind and degree of physi- 
cal training is now assuming the posi- 
tion of thé one indispensable branch of 
instruction. Greek, or Calculus, or 
Chemistry may be optional ;-but. proper 
care, discipline and development of the 
physical man, in the judgment of the 
chiefeducators,. should be uniformly 
required of every student. The rela- 
tion between gymnastic exercises, ath- 
letic sports, and great national games 
is so intimate that there is reason 
enough for associating them together.

of Washington.was erected on the sub- 
treasury steps facing. Broad street in 
1889. There are three statues of illus- 
trious Americans on Madison square 
proper, exclusive of the Worth monu- 
ment.

QUEER ASTRONOMY. 


THAT OF THE. SHINESE. FOR IT 1S 
\S YET’ MERELY ASTROLOGY. 


Th.:we 1s No Telescope In the Peking Ob- 
sertatory, bet Many Elaborate Instru- 
ments of No Apparent Use—Wonderful 
Bell In the Cbs: rvatory Tower, 


Astronomy in China is in-a very 
primitive condition. The observatory 


at Peking is the only one belonging to* 


China which is of any importance. It 
is situated upon a terrace, which runs 
along the» fortifications of the city and 
could, if necessary, be used as a for- 
tress. 


and artistic beauty rather than for their 
scientific value. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting of these is the. huge bronze 
quadrant sent by Louis XIV tu the Chi- 
nese Emperor Kang Hi in the seven- 
teenth century, It is probably the most 
modern and consequently the most ac- 
curate instrument in the whole collec- 
tion. The chict piece of the observato- 
ry is an extremely ornate bronze instru- 
ment which was constructed by the 
chief astronomer of the Emperor Kublai- 
Khan in the thirteenth century. The 
form of the instrument somewhat re- 


sem bles...a. oo. modern, Tee oquatori, ot eas jal. ss EE AES 
use is problematical. This astronomer, 


whose name was Kon Shou King, may 
be called the Napoleon of Chinese as- 
tronomy, for he was the first to con- 
struct instruments of any practical. val- 
ue, ‘and the observatory owes to him 

early all its astronomical, appliances. 
Phe gigantic celestial sphere is another 
object of interest, Though 6 feet in di- 
ameter and weighing more than a ton, 
yet it can be easily rotated by-a child, 
so carefully is it balanced, 

The instruments are all of?very orna- 
mental construction. Utility was a seo- 
ondary consideration to appearance, and 
the native workmen who constructed 
‘them were far more concerned about the 
dragons with flames issuing from their 
mouths and the hideous ‘figures adorn- 
ing the instruments than they were 
about the accuracy of the divisions. 

“The number of men employed by the 
Celestial governraent to manage the ob- 
servatory is'very large. Including all 
the officials and salaried students, there 
are 200. There is achancellor at the 
head, and after him are directors, sub- 
directorsand assistant subdirectors with- 
out number. A postin the Peking ob- 
tavugh honorary, is consi<- 
ered to bea very important position, and 


the, presént chancellor is an uncle of 


the emperor. 

His stbordinates* are also men of 
frank, the two directofs having a right 
to the button of. precious stones and a 
jeweled image of the sea raven, which 
is worn on the heart. Their offices are 


hereditary (about the only ones in Chi-” 


na which are), because they alone have 
the calculation tables which the Jesuits 
introduced in the ‘seventeenth century, 
and they keep them carefully hidden 
away. 

One of the principal. features in a 
modern observatory isa telescope. In 
the Peking observatory there is not a 
single telescope, and there never has been 
one, or at least there is no record of it. 
This is not astonishing in view of, the 
use which the Chinese make of astrono- 
my. The only real value it has for 
them isto determine their numerous 
fast. days and the dates of idolatrous 
feasts which the emperor periodically 
holds at the various temples when he. 
executes the sacrifices and-performs the 
rites laid down in the sacred books. 

The astronomy of the Chinese was in 


—fact-and_is_yet merely astrology. The | 


duty of fixing these. dates falls upon the 
officials of the observatory, and the 
council of the board also meets ‘on the 
last day of every yeur, and at midnight 
the chancellor solemnly ascertains the 
direction of the wind and informs the 
board. They then draw their conclu- 
sions, and the result is circulated far 
and wide. 

The most favorable direction of. the 
wind is from the northwest, and should 
this wind prevail every sort of happi- 
ness may be expected during the ensu- 
ing year. The Chinese year begins Feb. 
14. On that date, 1894, the wind was 
from the southeast, 

‘The.clocks used in the observatory 
are all water clocks, like the ancient 
clepsydra of the Romans, and an im- 
portant part of the duties of the observ- 
atory officials is to ring the changes of 
the night watches on the great bell of 
Peking, which bangs in the bell tower 
and weighs 120,000 pounds, is 14 feet 
high, 84 feet in circumference and, is 
made of bronze 9 inches thick. It is 
struck by a wooden beam, so that the 
noise made by it is not proportionate to 
its size. 

In the drum tower are kept the in- 
cense sticks, which are continually kept 
burning and which mark the passage of 
time in conjunction with thé water 
clocks. Such are the primitive means 
which the Chinese possess for becoming 
acquainted with astronomical subjects, 
and though the history of Chinese as- 
tronomy begins with that of the empire 
yet the vast majority still believe that 
the earth is the immovable center of the 
world.—New York World.

receptacle for the water is usually form- 
ed of glass handsomely cut, or engraved 
and gilt, or of precious metals decorated 
with enamels, 
The liquid in this bowl is frequently 
rosewater or other delicately perfumed 
fragrance of the.smoke. The tobacco is 
lighted in a receptacle at the summit of 
the pipe, which is also formed of gold 
or silver and studded with magnificent 
diamonds and other gems. The tubes 
vary in length from five to ten yards, 
and the whole paraphernalia is often 
borne behind a nobleman on horseback, 
so that by this means he can continue 
his smoke as the inclination takes him.

This is easily demonstrated. A Massa 
chusetts mill is taxed in Massachusetts; ¢ 

‘New York mill is taxed in New York. 
Here are two taxes on two_ propertie; 
rightly subject to taxation, one in Massa 
chusetts and one in New York. 

Now, if I.swap my interest in the Massa 
chusetts mill for an equal interest in th 
New York mill, the assessor is obliged by 
law to tax me on the stock of the New 
York mill which is already taxed onc 
there, while this state continues to tax th 
Massachusetts mill as before. Here, then, 
are three taxes paid, two in Massachusetts 
and one in New York, and yet there hat 
been no new property.created. 

There must then be double taxatior 
somewhere, Where is it? Not in New 
York, for there only one tax is still levied 
on ite mill, as before; it must, then, be ir 
Massachusetts, where two taxes are levied, 
one on its own mill and the other on the 
New York mill. This is double taxation, 
and folly and wrong. 

Another illustration. A Massachusetti 
mill is taxed in Massachusetts. I own il 
as @ private property. Lincorporate it a: 
a new Jersey corporation and hold ‘all the 
stock. The assessor is obliged by law t 
tax ine on that stock, while the mill pays 
the same tax as before. There is either an 
increase of property or there is doubla 
taxation; but there is still only one anJ 
the same mill or property; so there is 
double taxation. - 

Another illustration. I own a store it 
Chicago which is rightly taxed there anc 
there only. I incorporate it and own al. 
the stock. The assessor taxes me here, by 
law, on my steck, and I pay the tax alsc¢ 
in Chicago. There must, have been then, 
an increase of property or there is double 
taxation; but there is still only. one store, 
no more property than before; there is 
then double taxation. ‘

That Advisory Board. 

It bas been ascertained that the re- 
cently chosen Advisory Board. to. the 
Selectmen have no legal standing or 
authority, and consequently any advice 
or counsel sought by the Selectmen would 
be in the nature-of counsel asked of any 
of our citizens whose judgment upon 
certain matters would, from long ex- 
perience and application, naturally be 
expected to be superior. 

As a matter of independence, and fora 
further reason that,the Selectmen deem 


thatno ontside counsel or advice is _nec- 


essary at present, the Board begs the 
privilege of proceeding for atime with the 
work intrusted to them:by their towns- 
men; yet, were it’ considered’ necessary, 
and if the Board considered that by any 
act of its-own—or_for_which it was-re- 
sponsible, financial or other ruin in ‘any 
way threatened the town or its interests, 
perhaps no advice or counsel would be 
more welcome or reliable than that re- 
ceived from some or all of these.advisory 
gentlemen, as fellow-townsmen. Yet as 
a matter of fact, the Board deemed the 
recent situation one which legal counsel 
alone could relieve, and therefore sought 
and obtained it, considered the same 
reasonable and acted upon it. 

So far is the work of the Board is con- 
cerned, for the financial or municipal 
year for which it is responsible, it is 
open to our citizens for inspection. De- 
served criticism should be countenanced 


and encouraged, as unjust imputations pe 


and criticisms should and will be repelled. 

The accounts of the town were ac- 
cepted as reported by its officers up to 
Jan. 1894, and from that time until Jan, 
1895, the financial year of the present 
Board continues, These accounts of 
necessity include partial accounts of two 
boards, as the municipal year does not 
end until March, and the first bills con, 
tracted under the new officers in any 
year are contracted in March. and the 
orders drawn for payment of the same in 
April. Thus in any published report of 
town officers the people do not receive a 
complete report of doings of its officers 
for the municipal year.
